experiments as that of Dr. Evarts A. Graham, 
who produced cancer on mice by painting them 
‘with tar from cigarette smoke. And other re- 
searchers have increasingly brought cigarettes 
into question as possible contributors to Jung 
cancer. 

If the tobacco industry answers research only 
with generalities and advertising, the public will 
be left with some serious suspicions. For one 
thing, cigarette sales are falling off during the 
talk about cancer. The sales decline began early 
last summer and hag grown worse every week. 
Does that explain the industry’s remarkably de- 
fensive attitude? ~ , 

As the New England Journal of Medicine re- 
cently said, “If similar data had incriminated a 
food that . . . was not supported by the adver- 
tisinig of a financial empire, there is little doubt 
that effective counter-measures would have fol- 
lowed quickly. It is not insufficiency of evidence 
that accounts for lack of such measures against 
tobacco tars.” 

The best counter-measure which is open to 
the cigarette makers is financial support for still 
more medical résearch into their product. That 
should produce final proof about smoking and 
cancer, and indicate some way of protecting the 
smokers. 
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Myths and Realities of Slums 


Is the Administration's housing program, now 
in process of formulation, to be based on reali- 
ties, or myths? 

Administrator Albert Cole’s reported plan to 
sell off public housing to tenants occupying it 
raises one question, for such a plan would ignore 
an essential reality of slum clearance—that low- 
rent housing is needed to accommodate persons 


now living in. the slums to be cleared, and that 


sales to tenants would reduce the stock of low- 
rent houging available for the job. 

Another question is raised by another part of 
the program now being worked out by the Presi- 
dent’s Advisory Committee on Housing.

Millions of overweight Americans are 
plunging into a huge demolition job 
and, at the same time,' into a big con- 
struction project. 

The demolition, of course, is aimed at 
all the surplus poundage they’re toting 
around. By one conservative estimate, 
35,000,000 Americans are weightier than 
they should be, and the average excess 
is reckoned at._16 pounds. That. would 
make a burdensome total of 560,000,000 
extra pounds of flesh. 

The construction is a by-product of 
the waistline-whittling effort. It’s the 
building of a major business in foods 
intended to keep your strength up, your 
palate pleased and your weight down. 

These foods may contain as little as 
é6ne twentieth the calories of comparable 
conventional products. The cuts are 
accomplished by removal or cutting- 


* down of sugar, salt, fats and oils. They 


include such unlikely items as choco- 
late bars, peanut butter, mayonnaise and 
maple sirup. 

Some dietetic foods have been t 
up for a quarter-century or more. 
until the end of World War II, the eat- 
ers‘ were largely confined to “must” 
dieters like diabetics. And the princi- 
pal purveyors were small health-food 
shops. Now the consumers are legion, 
and it’s estimated that 75 per cent of 
all supermarkets carry dietetic foods, 
up from about 40 per cent in as recent 
a year as 1950, 


Baby Foods Have a Rival

In the prewar era, foods 
sometimes cost twice as mu In those 
days, the retail markup used te be 50 
per cent to 75 per cent or evén more; 
nowadays it’s only 25 per cent. to 
35 per cent. 

On top of this, a 1953 sales fillip has 
come from the introduction of synthetic 
sweeteners into the canning of fruit for 
weight-watchers. Canned fruits are the 
best sellers in the whole dietetic line, 
food people agree, 


Sweetness Without Calories 


Till this year, diet fruits came packed 
in water, in place of the conventional 
sugar-containing sirup. They generally 
had a flat taste. Now they've been made 
more pacers by use of the same 
chemical sweeteners that are being used 
in non-fattening soft drinks. They con- 
tain not a single calorie. 


' For lack of the usual sugar, diet fruits 
contain ab6ut 60 per cent less calories 
than the regular article, say the diet 
packers. A similar reduction can be 
made in the fattening potential of a 
Tom Collins, claims Mrs. Lewis, by the 
use of her synthetic, called Sweetin,’ 
in place of sugar. 

Even these reductions are dwarfed by 
some others. The Chicago Dietetic 
Supply House puts out jellies that have 
12 to 16 calories per 100 grams, com- 
pared with 300 calories for ordinary 
jellies, according to Rose Fowler, presi- 
dent. The low-calorie products have no 
sugar and a non-nutritive thickener. 

Similarly, low-calorie salad dressing 
generally substitutes vegetable juices, 
water and seasonings for the usual fat- 
tening vegetable oils, The meats are 
carefully stripped of all fat.

And dietetic vegetables are simply 
packed in water with less salt than 
usual. Though. this doesn’t cut the 
calorie content, it can reduce the fat- 
tening possibilities. Scientists say salt
